2 Ibs. ricotta cheese ' 2 cup Parmesan cheese
1 j Ib niouarelli cheese, 1 tbsn chopped parsley 

diced salt, and pepper
2 eggs 16 manicotti (large macaroni) 

Mix ricotta, niouarelli. eggs, grated cheese anil
chopped parsley. Season with salt, and pepper. Mix until
well blended.

Into 6 qt. of boiling water place 4 inankotti and
parboil for 3 minutes Carefully remove manicotti from
water with strainer spoon and (ill with cheese mixture.
Continue until all the manicottis arc cooked and filled. 

Cover bottom of baking dish with spaghetti sauce.
Arrange filled manicotti side by side in a single layer in
bakini? dish. Cover with remainder of sauce and bake in
moderate oven 390 degrees for 20 minutes. Sprinkle with
grated cheese. Serves 8

STUFFED MISIIKOOMS .'
1 Ib. large mushrooms 
3 tbs. grated Parmesan

cheese
I clove garlic, chopped 
1 small onion, chopped 

Clean and remove

1 cup bread crumb*.
1 tbs. chopped parsley
2 tbs. melted butter 
6 tbs. olive oil 
salt and pepper 

stems from mushrooms Mix
thoroughly bread crumbs, chiese. parsley, butter, garlic, 
onion, salt, and pepper. Fill mushroom caps.

Pour 2 tablmpoons of oil in bottom of baking pan. 
Place mushrooms in pan, stuffed side up. Pour balance ot 
oil equally over all mushrooms. Bake about 20 minutes in 
medium oven When mu?hroomn are tender and tops are 
brown, remove from oven. Serve very hot. Enough for 
4 to 8.

HUNGARIAN PORK AND SAUERKRAUT GOULASH
1 large onion, minced
2 tba fat
2 tbi. paprika
)M> pounds lean pork, cubed
1 cup sour cream
Boiled potatoes.

2 pounds sauerkraut,
drained

1'a cups water 
2 bay leaves 
'4 Up. pepper 
1 tsp. caraway seeds 
1 tsp. sugar

Simmer sauerkraut with water, seasonings and sugar 
45 minutes. In large heavy skillet or Dutch oven saute 
onion in fat until goldm. Add paprika and stir until dark 
red. Add pork and let rook several minutes. Add sauer­ 
kraut mixture and bland. Simmer slowly at least 1 hour, 
covered. Check toward end of cooking time; if very dry, 
add a little meat stock or water. Just before serving stir 
in sour cream and heat Serve with potatoes. Serves 6.
